"But if we stop to consider othei 
sports, we find that there trc, every 
year, tenons accidents i base ball, 
boxing, fencing and other gyi "iasium 
Rowing and sailing are en- 
joyable pastimes, yet one reads of 
many drowning every year. This 
does not seem to lessen the interest in 
towing or sailing. 

"Everybody cannot play foot ball. 
It is only the strong and well built 
men who can expect to play the game 
with any degree of success. Therefore, 
I do not favor foot ball for every- 
body. It is, of course, a valuable ex- 
ercise to those who, as I say, are able 
to play it. 

"So I think foot ball should not be 
prohibited without just cause. I have 
never heard of any city or State ordi 
nanofj prohibiting the playing ot the 
game before the bill in Georgia 
parsed, and I repeat, ths ground! 
which the passage of the bill was 
elected are not sufficient to attraci 
my favor.

In the Yale-Harvard game that the 
8.-D. raised such a to-do about, titer 
was no man hin t so badly thai a lil 
tie witch-hazel or stickiug plaste 
would not fix as good as new. 

It is true that if you take a lot of 
meu who know nothing of the science 
of the game aud try to make them 
play ball, some oue is likely to get 
hurt. But (as is the case In all col- 
leges), if you take picked meu and 
carefully train them for a mouth or 
more, look after their eating, see that 
they don't drink or smoke, aud make 
them keep regular hours, it puts them 
in shape to play aud makes meu of 
them. 

Statistics show that not oue man in 
ten thousand gets seriously injured, 
and the good done the other 9,999 by 
the training and exercising more than 
counterbalances the injury done the 
one. Nothing in the world makes 
clearer-headed, stronger men than 
foot ball. Men get hurt from riding 
bioyoles, but you can't keep the wheel 
down.

Vertigo in Geese.

Sucks and geese is that of vertigo. 
They drop down on their feet or 
over to one side suddenly, at times as 
rapidly recovering or dying immedi- 
ately.

Zuled Friday Evening, the 26th, 
at His Tobacco Barn, 

Near His Residence By I*. E. 
Stull. 



On last Friday evening at about 
5 o'clock, a courier with the fleet- 
ness of his horse summoned Drs. 
R. Q. Drake and W. R. Thompson 
to J. O. Embry's residence, two 
miles distant, with the message 
that he had been mortally wounded 
by a shot from the pistol of L. E. 
Stull. When the doctors arrived 
life was extinct and it is their 
opinion that he was killed instant- 
ly ; that the ball which struck his 
right arm and entered the body 
through the armpit, severed an ar- 
tery, thereby producing instaht 
death from internal hemorage. 

Mr. Stull had raised a crop of 
tobacco on Mr. Embry's farm and 
there was a written agreement be- 
tween them, the misunderstanding 
of which caused the trouble. 

Stull had sold his interest and 
claimed thst he had a right to di- 
vide it but Embry was of the con- 
trary opinion and objected on the 
ground that the crop sold as a 
whole would bring a better price 
and had notified Stull that he 
would restrain him by legal process 
should he undertake to divide it. 
It is said that sharp words passed 
between them and that when they 
parted Stull went home summoned 
his hands and was proceeding to 
divide the crop. When Embry 
went home he stopped by his barn ' 
to remonstrate with Stull when the 
shooting began. 

Stull claims Embry fired the two 
first shots; that he (Stull) had on 
a gum coat which he unbuttoned, 
pulled his pistol and fired five 
shots, the first taking effect as 
above stated. 

To say the least this was a most 
unfortunate- affair and is deeply 
deplored by our people. 

Mr. Embry was 52 years old, 
was a son of W. W. Embry. His 
mother was Miss GeorgeAnn,daugh 
ter of Joshua Owings, deceased. 
He was born in Madison county. 
His wife was Miss Amie Howard, 
who with four children— Douglas, 
Elizabeth, Joseph and Annie— sur- 
vive him, He had one brother, 
Mr. T. C. Embry, and two sisters, 
Mrs. Edward Shackleford, of this 
county, and Mrs. E. H. Field, of 
Madison county. He was also a 
first cousin of,Judge James Embry, 
of Washington, D. C. 

Funeral service was read at As- 
cension Episcopal Church in the 
presence of a large concourse of 
friends and relatives by Rev. G. C. 
Abbitt. Burial in 




cemetery on Sunday afternoon. 

The sad, bereaved family have 
the sympathy of the entire com- 
munity.

Various countries claim the credit 
of having made the earliest practi- 
cal application of steam power; but, 
judging by faots gathered from 
authentic Bourcee, it was in Spain 
that the movement of machinery by 
steam was first brought under pub- 
lic notice. At Barcelona, in the year 
1543, a mechanic named Blasoo de 
Garay, after many persistent efforts, 
succeeded in improssing Chailes V 
Austria (Charles I of Spain) 
with the value of his new in- 
vention for driving ships by steam. 
The trial which took place was con- 
sidered a suoceee by the public, but 
the chief of the royal commission— 
Ravago, the treasure keeper of the 
kingdom— for certain sinister rea- 
peretiaded the emperor that the 
discovery was of no practical value, 
and so ruined the hopes of Blasco 
de Garay. 

Later on, about the beginning ef 
♦ha serenteenth century, Giovanni 
Branca, an Italian, invented a steam 
igine, and his machine is the first 
of which we have any descriptive 
pictorial record. About this same 
period, too, France produced a 
claimant for the glory of bavi-g In- 
vented the steam engine, and }.. jnon 
Delorme, ln a letter to M. de Cinq 
Mara, dated Paris, 1641. gives an 
count of him in a visit to the Fieetre 
with the Marquis of Worcester:

Frank R. Stockton contribute* 
Nicholas a series of sketches 

of **The Buccaneers of Our OoaUt" 
In his first article Mr. Stockton says: 
The first piratos who made them- 
selves known in American waters 
were tbe famous buccaneers. They 
began their career in a very com- 
monplace and unobjectionable man- 
ner, and the name by which they 
were known had originally no pi- 
ratical significance. It was derived 
from tbe French word boncanier, 
signifying "a drier of beef." 

Some of the West India! islands, 
especially Santo Domingo* were al- 
most overrun with wild cattle of 
various kinds, and this was owing 
to the fact that the Spaniards bad 
killed off nearly all the natives, and 
so bad left tbe interior of tbe is- 
lands to the herds of cattle, which 
had increased rapidly. There were 
n few settlements on the seacoast, 
but the Spaniards did not allow tbe 
inhabitants of -these to trade with 
any nation but their own, and con- 
sequently the people were badly 
supplied with the necessaries of life. 

But tbe trading vessels which 
sailed from Europe to that part of 
tbe Caribbean sea were manned by 
bold and daring sailors, and when 
they knew that Santo Domingo con- 
tained an abundance" of beef cattle, 
tbey did not hesitate to stop at tbe 
little seaports to replenish their 
stoiea. The natires of tbe island 
were skilled in the art of preparing 
beef by smoking and drying it— 
very much in tbe same way in 
which our Indians prepare "jerked 
meat" for winter use. 

But bo many vessels came to Santo 
Domingo for beef that there were 
not enough people on the island to 
do all the hunting and drying that 
were necessary ; so these trading ves- 
sels tj-equently anobored in some 
quiet cove, and tbe crews went on 
shore and devoted themselves to se- 
curing a cargo of beef, no^t only 
enough for their own use, but for 
rading purposes, and thus they be- 
:ame "known uh "beef driers," or 
buccaneers. 

"When the Spaniards beard of this 
new ^indristry Which bad arisen 
within "the limita of tbelrjjosses- 
eions, tbey pursued the vessels of 
t&p buccaneers wherever they were 
seen and relentlessly destroyed them 
and their crews. But there were 
not enough Spanish vessels to put 
down tbe tradadn dried beef. More 
European vessels, generally English 
and French, stopped at Sunto Domin- 
go, and more bunds of hunting sail 
or,s made their Way into the interior. 
When these daring fellows knew 
that the Spaniards were determined 
to^breaknp their trade, ttrey became 
more determined that it should not 
be broken upland they armed Them- 
selves and their vessels so that tbey 
might be able to make a defense 
against (be Spanish men-of-war. 

Thus gradually Almost imper- 
ceptibly a state of maritime warfare 
gre*> up in tbe waters of the West 
Indict) betwepH Spain and t u> beef 
traders of other natkmsi and, from 
being obliged to light, tbe bucca- 
neers became glad to fight, provided 
that it was Spain they fought. True

Almost tbe entire population of 
Montreuik France, is engaged in the 
manufacture of dolls' heads.

tions by our noble forefathers, and 
those athlelei received it from prede- 
cessors so far back into the past that 
the memory runneth not the contrary. 

In looking up the history of the 
game we find that the American 
game was transplanted from England 
where it has always thrived. Even 
the ancient Britons played a game ot 
foot-ball handed down to them from 
the Romans, tb< greatest warriors of 
the world both in strength and strate- 
gy. That the noble K ame of foot- 
ball helped to develop their soldierly 
qualities there is little doubt 

Going further back we are forced 
to give a vote of thanks to the Greek, 
for it was in his distant land that this 
imperishable game,which still thrives, 
originated. Thus from the ancient 
Greeks we may trace the game down 
to our present dky where it continues 
to flourish and grow in popularity 
every year. 

In a game that has endured for 
ages and steadily grown in popularity 
from the beginning, we tbink there 
must be a few points of virtue that 
even the most obtuse could see if they 
wou Id only do so. There is more un- 
just criticism directed against foot- 
ball than all the other sports combin- 
ed. Foot-ball is oue of the most per- 
fect and scientific games known, and 
to abolish it because there is perhaps 
one out of a thousand that plays the 
game is injured, would be violating a 
principal that even our friend Capt. 
H. sometimes accepts; for, when a 
person in seekiug tor pleasure 
reatiou rides on the cars, d 
horse, goes hunting, or in m 
way seeks for pastime and sport, he 
rune a risk of being killed or injured. 
The statistics (how that the number 
killed by these ineaus is many, many 
times as large as the number of in- 
jured on the foot-ball field, yet we 
never hear of auy oue being so foolish 
as to wish these pastimes abolished 
because of the risk a person necessari- 
ly -.uus In ei:jo>iug them. Fooi-ball 
•kvelopes those qualities we most ad 
mire in man — courage, pluck and 
spirit. It is a matter of history that 
in our schools where foot-ball and 
other out-door games are not 
aged haziug and dissipatioi 
sorts flourish, but in schools where foot 
ball is encouraged, these things are 
hardly ever indulged in. It would be 
well to remember the game in our 
own little city, for what foot-ball has 
done lor the morals of young men in 
he colleges it will do in our athletic 
associations. 

Every young man wishes to be 
successful in everything he under- 
takes and to be succeasful in foot-ball 
some of the requirements are that he 
keep regular hours and abstain from 
the use of stimulants and narcotics. 
This is one reason why foot-ball has 
done that which a great auiouut of 
moral teaching has failed to do.
